REV 6. STONE 


Sellers and Buyers Both 
Are Responsible 


Many Assemble to Hear the Ser- 
mon on ‘‘The Foe to the 
Household’’ Alias ‘‘Why Is a 
Blind Pig?’’ 


-The Presbyterian Church was fill- 
ed to overflowing Sunday morning 
when the pastor preached from the 
subject “A Foe to the Household,” 
or, in other words, “Why Is a Blind 
Pig?” 

Men in every walk of life who at- 
tended the service say it was one of 
the strongest sermons they have 
heard given here. The music of the 
service was especially good and the 
choir received many compliments. 

Rev. Stone took his subject from 
Matthew 10:26, “A man’s foes shall 
be they in of his own household,” 
and he said in part: 

“An article in a recent paper said, 
“Mexico cannot disgrace our flag. 
We alone can.” The enemy to be 
feared the most is the one within 
our own household. David found it 
harder to fight his own son in bat- 
tle than any other enemy. Eli might 
bring other enemies to swift justice 
but it was hard to deal with his 
own sons. Our Savior found it hard 
to fight an enemy who Aipped his 
hand with him in the dish, 

“Those who are accused of the il- 
licit selling of liquor in our midst 
are our own citizens. This makes it 
hard for us to say anything against 
them. They have lived for many 
years among us and are beloved by 


all. We have not kept silent be- 
cause we have not known. These 
men are not fooling any of us. Last 


week I went up and down our streets 
with a paper of protest against this 
traffic. I interviewed most of the 
leading merchants and business men 
and not ohe refused to sign the pa- 





meant. Most of them spoke freely 
of the shame and disgrace of it, 
even mentioning names. Everybody 


knew. One said he would give ten 
dollars to have it stopped; another 
said he would give ‘twenty, and an- 
other said he would gladly pay the 
entire cost of prosecution, Anything 
to have this curse removed from our 
fair city. All spoke with indignation 
of our fellow-citizens who have 
brought this disgrace upon us, 
“Every precaution has been taken 
in Upland to keep our town dry. 
There is a clause in the deed to 
every foot of property to the effect 
that it reverts to the original owners 
if intoxicating liquor is sold- as a 
beverage there. Aside from this we 
have laws made and revised until 
some think they are the best in the 
land, forbidding ‘the sale, manutac- 
ture or giving away of intoxicants. 
There is in the community a whole- 
some sentiment against this traffic. 
It hurts to the very core that any 
of our fellow-citizens should so abuse 
our confidence as to sell this stuff in 
Upland in defiance of all that has 
been done to prevent it. | 
“Most wicked men argue that they 
are doing no harm. Even a saloon 
keeper has the law on his side. He 
can say that his business is permit- 
ted by a vote of the people. But 
these men have no such. excuse. 
Nobody considers their business 
right. is permitted by no law of 
Ged or man. It is forbidden by all | 
the sentiment and laws of our fair 
town. Their course is a violation of 
every right. Their places of business 
are given the most odious name that | 
a long-suffering community can man- 
ufacture. I do not know why it is 
called a “blind pig.” But I know 
some reasons why this is an appro 
priate name. A pig lives for nothing

under the sun but itself. It has no 
oytward look. It is wholly subjec- 
tive. It sees none who are left by 
its gluttony. It has no sympathy 


and no compassion, It is a pig and 
has a pig's appetite. It takes all of 
everything that it can get. It dives 
into the middle of the food ond takes 
the middle of the bed. One pig nev- 
er makes room for another pig. So 
are the men who run these places 
of business. They do not consider 
the wishes of their fellow-men. They 
care not for the good name of the! 
community. They have no sympathy 
for the wives and children disgraced 
by their traffic. Only their own ap- 
petite is to be considered. Here are 
twenty-five of our leading merchants, 


bankers, capitalists, and business 
men who signed a protest against! 
this traffic and sent it to the City 
Council. What is a man thinking 
about who will force his goods on. 
such a community?

The time for registration for the 
August primaries expires next Satur- 
day night. ‘No person whose name 
is not on the great register at that 
time will be permitted to cast a bal- 
lot for the nomination of any State 
or County officers. 

Moreover, no person, even though 
registered, will be permitted to vote 
for the nomination of State officers 


unless the voter's party affiliation is 
stated. 

There are many men and women 
whose names are on the great regis- 
ter, but who have failed to give their 
party affiliation. These will be able 
to vote for only those candidates 
who come under the non-partisan 
designation. All the State officers 
with a few exceptions will be voted 
for under their party name, and no 
“non-stated” registered voter will be 
given a ballot containing the names 
of these State candidates, 


Still Time to Register 

There still is time: for these “non- 
stated” voters to change their regis- 
tration and give their party affilia- 
tion, which will entitle them to vote 
not only for the County non-partisan 
candidates but the State candidates 
as well, but the change will have to 
be made before next Saturday night. 
Otherwise, the privilege of taking 
full part in the nomination of candi- 
dates at the primary election to be 
held on August 25 will be denied 
them. 

Primary Vote tmportant 

In many respects the primary elec- 
tion is of more importance than the 
general election, which comes in No- 
vember, for it is at the former that 
the candidates for office are nomi- 
nated by the _ people. Unless the 
people exercise the privilege grant- 


ed them by direct legislation ' and 
nominate the right kind of candi- 
dates at the primaries, the general 
election will prove of little value 
to them, for their choice then will 
be limited to the candidates named 
at the primaries, and if these are 


bad there will be no way to remedy 
the matter. The time to see that 
g00d candidates are named is at the 


primaries, and it is one of the high-|

TEN THOUSAND CARS OF 
CITRUS FRUIT ON TREES 


That there are 10,000 cars of! elt 
rus fruit yet to be handled this sea- 
}son, was the statement made yester 
day by a Santa Fe official, who is 
an authority on crop conditions. The 
fact that such a large amount of 
oranges and lemons remain unmoy 
ed as yet at this stage of the season 
when shipments are usually very 
low, is a surprise even to the fruit 
growers themselves 

The value ‘of this portion of the 
crop, figured at the present prices, 
will be about $15,000,000 To date 
this season more than 35,000 cars of 
fruit have been shipped from South 
ern California, 60 per cent of which 
has gone out from San Bernardino 
and the estimate on the remaining 
fruit places the total for the season 
above the 45,000 carload mark 

Two years ago the shipments up 
to this time totalled $1,700 cars 

Practically all of the oranges be 
ing handled now are Valencias. The 
railroad men figure that there wll 
be 8000 cars of these before the new 
crop of navels begins and in addi 
tion about 2000 carloads of lemons 
are estimated on the trees 

The average daily shipments now 
are between 75 and 80 cars. Com- 
pared with two years ago when the 
citrus crop was the nearest ap- 
proach to the present season for 
volume, the shipments were about 
half as large It is true that the 
1911-1912 season was normal as to 
time, while the present season is 
figured more than a month tate

More 
than 4000 expert money makers are 
constantly engaged in making the 
greenbacks and other paper money

jthan the normal heart beats; at 
ftop speed they produce about 110
